Combs said, explaining that the 
increase in precincts was neces- 
sary due to the increase in the 
number of registered voters here.

Two of the major elections will 
come in the spring, the city bal- 
loting coming April 14 and the 
presidential primary voting being 
on May 5. To vote in the city 
election, persons must be regis- 
tered by March 5. To vote in the 
presidential primary, registrations 
must be in by March 26.

Report in Summary From 
Harry Harlow 





Features of the orange harvest | 
during the last year are pointed 
out in the annual report recently | 
submitted by Harry B. Harlow, | 
manager of the Ontario-Cuca- | 
monga Fruit Exchange. He cov- 
ers the local situations and con- | 
ditions in other producing centers. 

Excerpts of his report follow: 

, Navel Oranges 

Our ‘navel shipments amounted 
to 2,093%4 cars, on which we re- 
ceived an average of $1.89, per box. 

California and Arizona produc- 
ed a navel crop of something over 
41,000 cars. This, together with 
a 44,000 car crop in Florida, of 
which 39,000 was of commercial 
production, meant a, real supply 
of oranges during the California 
navel shipping season. 

Our own crop in this district,

Serving West End 


Considerable honor comes to 
this district in the appointment of 
Frank J. Freeman of Cucamonga 
as captain of the San Bernardino 
unit of the California highway pa- 
trol. In_ the early days of the 
highway patrol, Mr. Freeman was 
a member of the county force.
